WASHINGTON (AP)-The Unit­ 
ed States may still beat the So­ 
viet Union to the moon — if it’s 
willing to pay for it. 
That’s the view of a top space 
official who said Friday that the 
United States might be able to 
lob a man there in 1967 by spend­ 
ing billions on a crash program. 
But the official, Dr. Robert C. 
Seamans, associate director of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, said reaching that 
goal would require a change in 
high national policy. 
Going “ all out on an absolutely 
crash basis,” he said, would cost 
billions more than is now con­ 
templated. 
Seamans 
testified 
before

House Science and Astronautics 
Committee. 
At present, the tentative target 
date for a U.S. moon landing is 
1969 or 1970. 
The Soviet Union hasn’t hinted 
at its plans in the moon race. 
But its first space traveler, Maj. 
Yuri Gagarin, said the trip might 
be “ sooner than we think,” 
Putting a man on the moon in 
1967, Seamans said, would be “ a 
very major undertaking.”

It is as thou g h they thou g ht they 
had the slate pen cil an d the rest of the cou n ­ 
try was a blan k slate. 
It isn ’t that way at all. 
Sen . Dirksen an d Rep. Halleck may leav e 
mu ch to be desired as TV person alities. Per­ 
haps as political spokesmen they don ’t lig ht 
u p the eastern skies. 
Bu t so far they ’v e been makin g sen se with 
their reaction s as spokesmen for the min or­ 
ity in Washin g ton .. They ’v e g iv en the impres­ 
sion that two-party politics in Con g ress is 
where the “ art of the possible’’ faces its 
momen ts of tru th an d Repu blican s don ’t be­ 
liev e the Ken n edy Democrats, with n on -Ken ­ 
n edy Democrats su btracted, hav e en ou g h 
v otes to make possible mu ch of what they ’v e 
been talkin g abou t. 


It has been reported that some Eastern 
Seaboard Repu blican s in the U.S. Sen ate had 
a meetin g last week to talk abou t the prob­ 
lem of Ev an d Charlie. Ev is Ev erett Mc­ 
Kin ley Dirksen , the Illin ois Repu blican who 
leads Repu blican s in the Sen ate. Charlie is 
Charles A. Halleck, the In dian a Repu blican 
who leads Repu blican s in the Hou se. 
The problem is how to keep these two from 
represen tin g the Repu blican party on tele­ 
v ision an d in statemen ts qu oted by n ews­ 
papers. That is, the Eastern Seaboard Re­ 
pu blican s thin k this is a problem, becau se 
they feel the “prairie’’ con serv atism of the 
two men is u n palatable to their con stitu en ts. 
This isn ’t the first time the main core of 
Repu blican stren g th in the Un ited States has 
u pset the party faithfu l alon g the Eastern 
Seaboard. Div erg en t v iews on party position s 
hav e kept Repu blican s sn ipin g at each other 
steadily . 
It was the sou rce of the bittern ess that 
kept the late Sen . Robert A. Taft from g et­ 
tin g the party ’s presiden tial n omin ation s. 
Eastern Seaboard Repu blican s came u p in 
tu rn with Wen dell Willkie, Thomas Dewey 
an d Dwig ht Eisen hower, to make su re their 
state of min d wou ld prev ail. An d in 1960, 
Richard Nix on thou g ht it was n ecessary to 
g o in to a last-min u te con feren ce with New 
York Gov . Nelson Rockefeller, to prov e he 
had the g reat seal of Eastern Seaboard ap­ 
prov al before he wen t to Chicag o to n ail 
down the n omin ation . 


ALL THIS comes u n der the headin g of 
practical politics an d n o qu estion s asked u n -

pu blican s in Con g ress had better stick with 
Ev an d Charlie. There’s n othin g wron g with 
Eastern Seaboard Repu blican s, ex cept that 
they don ’t kn ow mu ch abou t politics west of 
the hig h rise in Pen n sy lv an ia where Eastern 
Seaboard Repu blican s pack n o more weig ht 
than an y other kin d.

Bu t they were n ot to 
be g u ided by the bu ll with the lou dest bel­ 
low, the pig with the lou dest squ eal, the 
min ority with the most v otes, the con stitu en t 
with the most mon ey , or the wheel with the 
g reatest lack of g rease. 


This was the theory of the repu blic estab­ 
lished to form a “ more perfect u n ion .” It 
has been disreg arded as often as it has been 
observ ed. Bu t a techn iqu e like the on e de­ 
v eloped by the Democratic Nation al Com­ 
mittee to pu t min ority bloc pressu re on mem­ 
bers of Con g ress who stray from the party 
lin e is calcu lated to make leg islators feel 
moie lin e erran d boy s an d less like citizen s 
charg ed with respon sibility for v otin g their 
ju dg men t. 


On ly on e thin g cou ld protect them — the 
same amou n t of approv al for their v otes as 
will be whipped u p in the way of disapprov al 
by the party machin ery .
